The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest 
the limitation of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 
would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented 
in independent claims, which include a head belt having a movable plate pivotally coupled to the 
buttoning seat, where a clamping key is setup at one end of the movable plate for engaging with 
the through hole of the buttoning seat, and a spring plate is established at the end of the movable 
plate (claim 5), as claimed.
